ROBBERS SCARED. 


DECAMP WITHOUT TAKING 
ANYTHING, 


Four robbers, two of them armed, 
who entered a candy factory at 
Shamshulpo yesterday — evening, 
left the place without taking any- 
thinge but stabbed a woman In the 
thigh, according to a report made 
to the Police after the event. 

The master of the Chuen Lai

wife, the front door was opened and 
two strange men entercd. He saw 
that. they were armed with re- 
volvers, which they ‘pointed at him 
and the others, telling then not to 
move and explaining they had come 
to search, s : 

Lok stated that his wife «and: 
aoveral children were on the pre- 
mises at the time, as well as his 
mother, who’ wns sitting by the 
counter near the front door. Ap- 
parently hearing something unusual 
she called out, asking what was 
the matter. On hearing her voice 
‘he robbers ran towards where 
she was, and Lok, together with the 
others, selzed this opportunily to 
run aut of the back into a Kcaveng- 
ing lane in Wong Chuk Street, 
where they remained for a few 
minutes, i 

Ne then returned through the 
front door of the factory and found. 
his mother standing outside when 
she fold him that she had been 
stabbed by one of the men. She 
“wna treated at a medicine shop and 
later taken to the Kowloon Hospital, 
where she was treated for a small 
stab wound in the thigh but was 
not detained. ; 

According to the report the men 
did .not steal anvthing, and 
npparently made thelr escape 
through the front door, crossing 
some waste ground and getting into 
Nathan Road.

Honesty in. Business. : 

Not everyone holds the opinion 
that honesty in business is the best 
policy if sticeess is to be achieved. 
The - moralist, who naturally 
ignores present-day — conditions, 
tending as they do to demand force: 
ful personality and: self-assertion 
at all costs and by any means, even 
jut the expense of one’s fellow 
workers, does not qualify words In 
his deprecation of anything s«uys- 
gesting dishonest deuling.- But 
humerous men in business, whether 
they be commercial magnates or 
humble travellers, incline to argue 
on the lines that it is perfectly rea- 
sonable to conduct their werk on less 
clearly defined lines of truth and 
henesty, without necessarily losing 
moral Principles or the respect of 
neighbours. Recently, however, 
we heard a statement which gives 
food for some thought. The remark 
was made in Hongkong by n lead- 
ing Canadian industrialist who snid 
that present conditions in the 
Canadian business world to-day 
were such as to suggest that in a 
few years time a.man would be 
curning “big money” If he merely 
had a good character. Honesty 
wea omitted Frerm most business 
dealings, he declared, and mora! 
principles, which “heretofore .go- 
vorned the populas “square deal,” 
‘were left out of the commercial 
life of the ‘country. Such an 
allegation: cannot be lightly dia 
missed. There is a cortain amount 
of evidence in its support. Indica- 
tions are that the whirl and bustle 
of Hfc, chiefly caused by the rapid 
advance in industrial science, are 
separating the Honest Man from 
the Business Man. There is a 
danger .of them becoming sepnrate 
entities, instetd of one in the 
other. It is to be feared that our 
moral code may not move forward 
at the speed of our materlalism 
and one result may finally be 
acceptance of some disregard of 
honesty and uprightness of charac-

The case of “Mabel” fs in’ many 
ways comparable with the famous 
“Case of Sally Beauchamp,” des. ‘ 
cribed in detail in “Dissociation of 
Personality," by Dr. Morton Prince, 
who treated the unfortunate girl. 

In this instance no fewer than 
five entirely different personalities

I-treatment of a 12-year-old 
mis teat, named Yuen San-tsoi, 
waa the subject of an assault sum- 
mons heard before Mr. Williams at 
the Central Magistracy this morn- 
ing.

OWNER’S POSITION.
